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(54) IC CARD WITH FINGERPRINT COLLATING FUNCTION 

(57)Abstract: 

PURPOSE: To permanently prevent the use except an 
IC card owner when the card is used by a financial . 
system, etc., by providing a fingerprint input pad, a 
fingerprint data storing ROM and a fingerprint collating 
circuit. 

CONSTITUTION: When an IC card 10 is issued, 
fingerprint data are picked up from the fingerprint of the 
special finger of a person to become an owner, written 
to fingerprint data storing ROM 41 and the user 
registration is executed. Thereafter, when the IC card 10 
is used, a finger having fingerprint data registered at the 
time of being the issuance is pressed down onto a 
fingerprint input pad 40. At a fingerprint collating circuit 
42, the collation decision of the coincidence and non- 
coincidence of the inputted fingerprint data and the data 
in the fingerprint data storing ROM 41 is executed, and 
at the time of being coincident, a CPU 60 and an 
interface circuit 70 are connected, a terminal 50 is used 
from the external part and the reading and writing of the 
IC card 10 are permitted. Thus, when the card is used except the said person due to the loss, 
robbery and the like, the non-coincidence is decided by the fingerprint collating circuit, the CPU 
60 and the interface circuit 70 are not connected, and therefore, the use of the IC card 10 is 
not permitted. 
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
